Memory 

Nico Krijnos witty and novel brand of art sums up the visual 
character of our times, writes Mary Corrigall 


P hotographic art has begun taking a 
backseat with the renewed interest 
in painting in South Africa’s 
contemporary art scene. However, artists 
such as Nico Krijno, who are pursuing what 
could be dubbed ‘abstract’ photography, 
have been carving out a place within this 
once-exclusive painterly pursuit by creating 
images made up of familiar objects that 
are assembled into unexpected abstract 
compositions and are finished off with 
a lick of paint here and there. 


Without a doubt, Nico is a leading 
figure in this development in photography, 
with two local solo exhibitions under 
his belt, inclusion in countless group 
shows locally and internationally, and 
a few publications dedicated to his offbeat 
and fashionable brand of art. His third 
solo exhibition. Synonyms, due to open at 
Whatiftheworld in Cape Town this month, 
will further solidify his position within 
this novel industry with a series of works 
where the lines between photography. 


drawing, painting and sculpture are 
further blurred. Alany of the works evoke 
architectural models and drawings. It 
is a tried-and-tested exhibition - the 
majority of the works appeared in an 
eponymous self-published book, which 
has already caught the attention of 
Aperture, a leading magazine dedicated 
to photography 

His distinctive visual vocabulary, 
which he fittingly describes as 
‘playful, retro, hyper-false, cheesy, 
kitschy, mundane, pop, ready-made, 
humorous and flat’, has been finding 
traction internationally because of 
the combination of contradictory 
qualities, which to some extent are the 
visual markers of this Zeitgeist. His 
pattern-on-pattern interplay, which 
is best executed via a juxtaposition of 
contrasting textiles, resonates with 
a current trend in both fashion and 
interior design, where retro prints and 
garish tones are combined. Naturally, 
Nico takes this trend a step further, 
nudging it into the realm of art by 
adopting fabrics and objects as his 
veritable ‘paint’, manipulating them 
into abstract configurations.

collection of wine is closely linked to The 
Creative Block Art Project, which allows 
both emerging and established artists to 
create small canvases that collectors can 
buy and arrange in the quantities and 
configurations that suit them. What better 
way to get acquainted with new work? But 
back to the courtyard. 

In the Mother City, the first Spier Secret 
Courtyard opened just off of Bree Street in 
a neighbourhood that’s been described as 
up and coming’ for years - and in terms of 
food, design and retail, it seems to just keep 
getting better. The area also plays host to 


monthly night-time art walkabouts. First 
Thursdays, and it was perhaps due in part 
to this happening that the Courtyard so 
quickly made a name for itself - stepping in 
for a glass of wine between gallery viewings 
was a no-brainer. The finishing touches? 
A distinctive logo designed by Kinsmen 
Collective, and a bold wall installation 
of black-and-white half-square tiles by 
Renee Rossouw. 

Following its popularity in Cape Town, 
the courtyard next opened in Joburg, in a 
disused shop that was given a new look by 
interior designer Klara van ^)Cyngaarden.

The event drew the cutting-edge locals that 
the area is now best known for. 

But the urban expansion doesn’t mean 
that Spier’s home base is being neglected. 
Early this year, the Spier Summer Exhibition 
showed off the work of Liza Grobler and 
her collaborations with Mark Rautenbach, 
Marlise Keith, Barbara Wildenboer, Jeanne 
Hoffman and Daniella Mooney, resulting in 
a collection of works in materials from yarn 
and waste products to bronze and stone. 
A Spier Secret pop-up wine bar has been 
housed in the estate’s 1778 -built Jonkerhuis 
and, looking ahead, this and other Spier 


buildings are set to undergo extensive 
renovations. The estate’s architectural 
assets - it’s home to 21 Cape Dutch gables, 
more than any other wine farm in the Cape, 
and what is believed to be the oldest wine 
cellar in the country - will be preserved, 
while the historical importance of the old 
slave quarters will be honoured. 

Eor food lovers flocking to the next Spier 
Secret Eestival, and for any visitors stopping 
by the estate later this year, there will be 
plenty of new spaces to explore. ■ Spier 
Secret Courtyard ^ spiersecret.co.za;

About a year 
ago, he moved into a 120-square- 
metre studio in Cape Town’s CBD in 
a building occupied by PR, architecture 
and interior-design firms - and one 
other full-time resident. 

‘It was in good nick’, Rodan says, 
despite having no kitchen and a few 
missing ceiling panels, which he used 
to his advantage by hanging one of his 
sculptures from the substructure. 

He painted the mauve walls and 
green I-beams white, built a small 
kitchen - doing all the plumbing 
himself - and hung fluorescent tube 
lights to illuminate the workspace that 
he uses for drawing, conceptualising 
and occasional model-making. ‘White 
alleviates the pressure of everything - 
it frees it up,’ he says. 

The grid of the existing layout, 
created by the steel support beams, 
demarcates the space into blocks for 
sleeping, working, eating and lounging. 
Rodan likens the concept to ‘open 
architecture’, where the walls are ►

removable, eradicating the need for 
the function of each particular space to 
be predetermined. 

‘It’s great to see the exposed details 
of a space like this - brick walls and 
posts and lintels. That’s what makes 
the space. It’s the most rudimentary 
form of architecture, which is just so 
enabling. So much can be drawn from it.’ 

Rodan has filled the space with 
furniture he’s made and pieces from 
auctions, charcoal drawings done at 
university, a Herman Miller-designed 
Aeron office chair, his oversized art 
tomes and collection of 70s and 80s 
punk, post-punk and new-wave records. 

‘Things are on chairs, under chairs,’ 
he admits. ‘Because there’s not a lot 
of storage, everything is permanently 
on display, so you have to come up 
with a system to organise things. At 
the forefront of that is the need to 
find specific objects and then start to 
present them.’ Rodan’s system is clear, 
for instance, in the open book on the 
dresser, the collection of fragrances 
atop a stack of books with a mirror 
behind it next to the bed, or the record 
he’s playing at the moment that sits on 
a brass stand he made to display it. 

The artist believes you should curate 
your space so that everything has a 
place. In this way, your home gives 
you ‘an opportunity to tell somebody 
what your interests are.’ ■ Rodan 
Kane Hart ^ rodankanehart.com;

Landscape Designer Franchesca Watson has created 
a tapestry of clever planting that’s striking enough to

it is,’ says Landscape Designer Franchesca 
Watson. You do this by using plants and 
materials found naturally, since these 
provide that all-important ‘sense of place’. 
In this Cape coastal garden, slabs of rock 
found on-site were incorporated into the 
design and much of the plant selection 
comprises varieties typical to the area. The 
result is a glamorous and natural landscape. 


Shape and form 

Fundamental to this garden holding its own 
through the seasons is a strong backbone of 
plants that can withstand salt-laden winds, 
hold their form during winter and display 
texture and foliage that is both interesting 
and clippable. Atall order, some might say 

The key is to keep it simple and defined,’ 
says Franchesca. To this end, she mixes 
a large component of indigenous material 
with some Mediterranean stalwarts. 
Indigenous species - such as Aloe striata, 
Crassula expansasubsp.fragilis, cotyledons, 
senecios and echeveria - all ticked 
the necessary boxes. ‘I included 
ground-hugging varieties too,’ adds 
Franchesca, like delosperma for pops 
of late-winter colour.’ Fine, silver-foliaged 
species vibrate against the deeper coloured 
leaves oijasminum angulare and the lime 
colour of Pelargonium crispum. Solanum 
africanum was selected for its ability to 
thrive in sun and semi-shade. Other hardy 
species include Raphiolepis delacourii and 
Trachelosperumjasminoides. 

All the shapes in the garden are bold 
and intentional. The decked walkway was 
planed into organic curves reflecting domes 
of masterfully clipped plants, which » 
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contrast with the textures of grasses and 
succulents. Spring and summer-flowering 
irises, lavender and oleanders add seasonal 
surprise. ‘When you’re moving through a 
contained garden, every detail should add 
value,’ says Franchesca. Even flowering 
plants are chosen to look good year-round. 

Screening 

Always a consideration, especially in harsh 
and windy coastal conditions, a number 
of screens were created. A double hedge 
was planted alongside the main deck, 
made up of an existing olive hedge which 
we strengthened with interplanting 
bulletproof Coprosma repens\ Franchesca 
explains. On the front terrace a slatted 
side screen is draped with Trachelospermum 
jasminoides to hide views of the neighbour. 
‘When dealing with wind it’s good to create 
a permeable screen so as not to cause wind 
deflection eddies,’ advises Franchesca. 

Accessorising 

‘Many details provide anchoring - 
particularly the collection of pots, artefacts 
and urns,’ says Franchesca. Just inside the 
main gate is a table with a collection of 
potted treasures - a wonderful touch by the 
owners who are passionate collectors and 
plants people. A Corten-steel water feature 
on a terrace contrasts with the organic 
shapes in the scheme. With outsized 
urns and bowls they punctuate and 
add structure to this unique space.

E veryone seems to have a favourite type of vegetation, 
most often it’s that of their childhood memories. I’m a 
Durban girl, so I love that wet and steamy subtropical 
verdancy as if it were my own natural element. 
However, I must confess an extreme partiality to the Eastern 
Cape borderlands and the vegetation known as valley bushveld’. 

The romance starts for me around Humansdorp or, inland, 
around Addo and Grahamstown. I think of the settlers and how 
they carved their farms out of the remarkable vegetation that 
grows there and a little part of me is secretly happy it was such 
a difficult existence, as some large areas remain unspoilt. 

I revel in the way that there is a sense of tumbled togetherness, 
a gorgeous muddle of plants perfectly adapted to the often 
harsh conditions. They are habituated to feast and famine as 
it’s a land of extremes - the plants have to be clever to survive. 
It’s surprisingly lush, but there’s always a hard edge. Tbu’ll find 
plants that are literally tough to the touch, but have wonderful 
form. Amidst the spiky and spiny ones, soft little clamberers and 
graceful grasses and herbs fill every available space, taking cover 
with the stronger varieties. Overall, a lovely rosy-terracotta 
glow of coloured barks and new leaves can be seen amidst the 
predominantly dusky and olive greens. 

Signature plants 

There are certain key plants that conjure this Eastern Cape 
magic for me. Most exceptional would have to be the Euphorbia 
triangularis, or River Euphorbia or umhlontlo, with its distinctive 
candelabrum shape that rises up above the scrub, adding amazing 
texture to the landscape. There are many aloes too, but Aloe 
ferox - with its bright, reddish winter flower spikes, which can 
grow up to five metres tall - is possibly the most distinctive. 
Portulacaria afra, or spekboom, is a designer plant of the moment 
with surprisingly beautiful pink, starry nectar-laden flowers. 
It’s great for interesting leaf pattern in waterwise gardens - and 
there’s a prostrate form too. 

We all know plumbago, but you don’t really know its 
possibilities until you’ve seen it here, in its natural habitat, 
clambering up its neighbours and extending its flowering arms 
out of the thicket. Bauhinia galpinii is another exuberant plant 
at home here, spreading out with its fabulous orange flowers 
and handsome leaves — it suits slopes best, as it loves to flop. 
Pelargonium peltatum, or ivy-leafed geranium, is common, along 
with many other pelargoniums. Other small plants include the 
evergreen bulb Hypoxis setosa (African potato), which has starry 
yellow flowers and is used in the treatment of prostate cancer. An 
outstanding grass of the area is Melinis repens, the red-top grass, 
with its purple-pink seed heads. 

Of the trees, Cussonia gzmtoosensis is distinctive but I have 
a personal favourite in Diospyros dichrophylla. It has small, 
glossy, green leaves and curvaceous stems - wonderful. And if 
you happen to drive along the Olifantskop Pass, look out for 
Loxostylis alata, or Tierhout, with its new bronzy foliage in spring 
and its dense panicles of starry white flowers with pink calyxes 
in summer. Devastatingly beautiful. ■ Franchesca Watson 
s 082 808 1287; ^ franchescawatson.com.

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eather Arnold first laid eyes on the 
unique site that was to become her 
cherished family home 17 years ago. 
The site - an estate just outside of 
Stellenbosch -was breathtaking,’ says 
Heather. ‘We looked for a spot that 

would be fairly sheltered, but would 

also be slightly elevated, so that the 
house would have good views of the 
surrounding mountains.’ 

The barn-style stone house - a project born out of a desire for 
a life that celebrates the abundance and beauty of nature - was 
built with the help of architect Michael Dali. ‘We aimed for 
a modern layout but with a traditional form, taking our lead from 
a Tuscan farm-style villa,’ explains Michael. ‘The floor plan takes 
shape over three separate rectangles that are linked by a common 
entrance hall, and each one encompasses a different function 
of the home - one houses the recreation rooms, one the service 
rooms and the last is for the bedrooms.’ 

The clients wanted a building that used a lot of stone, and 
emphasised that the dwelling should blend into the surrounding 
landscape. Stonework and roof tiles imported from Italy help to 
recreate the romance of the villa, while spaces designed to open 
up onto the surrounding landscape create a dynamic relationship 
with the outdoors. 

When it came to the decor of the interiors. Heather, a keen 
gardener, was inspired by her surroundings. ‘We are outdoorsy 
people, so we totally adore living in the countryside. I love 
the colours and textures of the garden, the vineyards and the 
mountains. As a result, I love using green in my interiors because 
I find it a very calming colour.’ 

Outdoor scenes and natural motifs used on textiles throughout 
the home are testament to this. But how did Heather combine ► 
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A large part of the casual country 
appeal of Heather's interior is 
thanks to her vast collection and 
interesting mix of vintage fabrics. 
Traditional English toiles and 
hunting scenes evoke ideas 
of history and tradition. Mixed 
in with ticking stripes and 
hand-embroidered florals, the 
suit is quintessentially country.

such a plethora of pattern and print and still achieve such 
harmony? ‘My personal style is unfussy comfortable and not 
necessarily always practical - just as long as I love it and it looks 
good. We designed the house with this attitude in mind, and 
everything just seemed to work.’ 

While the end result may look casual and carefree, the house is 
the culmination of 15-odd years of treasure hunting and curation. 
‘I started with just the basics in each room but because I’m 
a passionate stylist, I was always searching for bits and pieces that 
appeal to me. Slowly but surely, it started filling up. I even picked 
up a painting at a vintage shop of a middle-aged woman with very 
buck teeth! I don’t think it’s worth much, but it makes me smile 
every time I look at it.’ 

Almost as if it reflects the lives and personalities of the people 
living in it, the home’s interior is constantly changing and 
evolving, thanks to Heather’s keen creative eye. This is perhaps 
best expressed in a ceiling installation made from found branches 
which Heather created above the dining room that leads off from 
the kitchen. ‘The branches have been secured to the ceiling and 
act as a type of canvas for hanging various decorations, creating 
a sort of feature art piece. It changes all the time, depending on 
the season. Right now it features glass baubles, lamp shades and 
chandeliers,’ she says. 

Surrounded by fynbos and partially covered in lush creepers, 
the home gives a feeling of safety and seclusion in nature. This is 
the result of a deliberate decision, explains Heather, ‘Our home is 
our sanctuary and spending time with the family is very important 
to us, so we designed the house with privacy in mind.’

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t is so beautiful here, we didn’t want 
to build something that would be 
too visible. We wanted something 
that would fit into the landscape,’ 
says Lucy Turvill, owner of an 
award-winning new build in Suffolk, 
England. Architect Anthony 
Hudson looked to local landmarks 
for inspiration, drawing particularly on the 
tar-washed fishermen’s huts in Southwold, 
a town on the North Sea coast. ‘Lucy 
and her husband, Richard, were adamant 
that it shouldn’t look like a barn, but it’s 
a farming area and the site originally had a 
double-height barn, so we have also given 
it an understated architectural feel,’ says 
Anthony The result is a visually arresting 
and gloriously asymmetrical building that’s 
completely in context. 

When the Turvill family secured the plot, 
they asked Anthony to design the house. 
Their brief was for an H-shaped house with

the kitchen and living areas in one arm, the 
guest quarters in another, and the middle 
acting as the body of the house. ‘The H was 
radically delimbed due to budget. It is more 
of a U shape, but that is the reality of new 
builds,’ says Lucy. ‘We are a small family, but 
we have lots of guests. We need plenty of 
space, but we didn’t want the house to feel 
empty when we’re alone.’ 

Anthony dealt with this by turning the 
gallery leading to the spare rooms into a 
self-contained study for Lucy, and creating 
communal areas with pockets for expansion 
that don’t look empty when they’re not in 
use. Each one is positioned to frame the 
views and capture the sunlight, creating an 
unusual layout without a single rectilinear 
space. ‘There are no abrupt changes in the 
interior. You are subtly guided round the 
house by the inflected walls. It is like being 
a ball in a pinball machine - but in a calm, 
gentle way’ he explains. 

The centre of the house is the dining 
room, which is overlooked by the gallery- 



cum-study This double-height, highly 
glazed space leads to the kitchen on one 
side and the living area on the other, and 
is partially open-plan. Lucy describes the 
interior as, ‘The most uplifting space - 
white with contrasting wood, old furniture 
and wonderful art.’ 

Lucy’s sister, interior designer Virginia 
White, was put in charge of the interiors. 

‘I wanted to anchor the house with good 
furniture, pictures and sculpture. The 
house itself should be a background,’ says 
Virginia. Although Anthony designed 
the space to accommodate key pieces of 
existing furniture, adding and refining 
the layout was a challenge because of the 
unusual rooms. Nevertheless, Virginia set 
about mixing the existing Georgian country 
pieces with items from her furniture 
collection. To this she added interest with 
details - traditional curtains and blinds in 
plain and highly decorative fabrics, splashes 
of colour from upholstery, cushions and 
lacquered furniture, and lighting that

ranges from simple pendants to glass 
lamps. She also played a large part in the 
design of the bespoke kitchen and advised 
on the flooring. ‘I wanted the house to be 
warm, modern and well suited to Lucy and 
Richard’s lifestyle, which is outdoorsy’ she 
e: 5 q)lains. It is a rather unexpected way to 
decorate a house with a cutting-edge design, 
but it works wonderfully The interior feels 
layered, comfortable and unpretentious, 
and the interplay between the architecture 
and the decoration is pleasing. But 
Virginia is not satisfied yet. ‘The process 
is ongoing. In time, we’ll bring some 20th- 
century classics into the mix. It needs more 
modernity’ she says. 

Lucy and Richard are content to let the 
decoration evolve, but they are also happy 
with the house as it is: Anthony has built 
something that totally suits our needs. 

There is not an inch of dead space in the 
house. It’s lovely to live in.’ ■

EVER-EVOLVING GARDEN ARE FOUR SERENITY 

PONDS THAT REFLECT HER LOVE OF TREES 
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y son and I are tree fanatics,’ explains 
local food doyenne Ina Paarman. ‘They’re 
symbols of life and wisdom as well as being a 
haven for birds, people and plants. So when 
we saw this property more than a decade 
ago - complete with so many mature corks, 
camphors and Turkish oaks - my son, 
Graham, said, “We have a responsibility to 
buy this place and save these trees from any 
overzealous developers.” ’ 

In fact, the trees on the Paarman’s six- 
acre Constantia property are so impressive 
that Brian Bredenkamp, a professor from 
Stellenbosch University, nominated one 
of the cork oaks to be declared a National 
Champion Tree in the next official listing. 

‘The garden is ever evolving,’ says Ina. 
‘It’s a constant work-in-progress, which 
keeps it engaging for me and the 
gardeners.’ Among its many features are a 
duck pond, a waterfall and a herb garden 
from which Ina regularly forages for herbs 
to use in her on-site development kitchen, 
where she works on their product range. 
‘We want to add a chicken coop to extend 
that farmyard feeling,’ she says. ‘It’s nice 
to be self-sufficient - to be able to eat 
your own veggies and eggs.’ ►

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This past year saw the addition of 
four serenity ponds devised by garden 
designer Mary Maurel, who worked with 
landscaper Heimo Schulzer. 

The scale of Ina’s garden is huge,’ says 
Mary ‘It needed an anchor to pull the 
property together, so we decided on four 
ponds that would act as mirrors, reflecting 
the cork oaks standing tall above them, the 
blue sky and, of course, the stars at night. 
The view is ever changing, depending on 
where you’re standing.’ 

In a similar system used to create the 
reflective pools at the 91 1 Memorial 
Museum at the World Trade Center Site 
in New York, rim flows that are positioned 
asymmetrically among the ponds have the 
dual benefit of keeping the surface calm, 
while creating a hum of running water. 

The soothing sound adds another 
dimension to the garden,’ explains Mary. 
‘We were able to achieve the noise without 
disrupting the surface — not even a ripple. 
To do that we had to ensure that the water 
flowed inwards evenly on all sides - that 
it was perfectly level. There was no room 
for error.’ 

These still waters run 1.2 metres deep. 
To maintain an air of mystery around the 
ponds’ mechanics, the rim flows were made 
deep enough to ensure that you can’t see 
their base when standing at the sides of 
the ponds. Additionally, Gotten steel was 
chosen to house the pools because of the 
rusty patina it develops over time. 

To contrast with the garden’s somewhat 
formal elements - defined at the entrance 
by a brick pergola and stairs designed 
by Jan-Heyn Vorster - more informal 
touches have been added. For instance, 
grasses were planted around the pools to 
offset the vines that can be seen in the 
neighbouring vineyard. 

‘I favour a garden that is not too formal 
and full of indigenous plants,’ says Ina. 
‘It reflects one of the best lessons about 
gardening — a garden is not a zoo where you 
plant one of this or one of that. You need to 
plant things en masse in order to achieve a 
natural look. After all, you can’t improve on 
nature, only sculpt it.’

SHAKER STYLE MEETS SCANDI CHIC IN THIS SENSITIVELY 
RESTORED COUNTRY HOUSE THAT HONOURS ITS RURAL HERITAGE 
WHILE SUBTLY EMBRACING A CONTEMPORARY AESTHETIC

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n the heart of South Africa’s 
wheatlands, in a small, sleepy 
hamlet called Koringberg, lies 
conservation and residential 
architect Minky Lidchi’s 
serene weekend retreat. 

‘Seven years ago, I spent 
a weekend in the village with 
a friend who had a house 
here. I loved the place, so six years ago I 
bought what is now the garden section as an 
empty plot, sight unseen. Then the original 
owner of the land asked if I would look at his 
house next door - perhaps I knew someone 
who’d buy it? The windows hadn’t been 
opened for decades, the kitchen resembled 
a grotto, and the house had six dark separate 


rooms, a long passage and a bathroom 
straight out of the ark. But within the hour 
I had made an offer and he had accepted.’ 

This may sound impulsive, but it shows the 
depth of Mink/s response to Koringberg’s 
golden allure. About 120km outside of 
Cape Town, the village feels remote. ‘The 
landscape is incredible and the stillness is 
a relief There are no shops or restaurants, so 
it’s an ideal place to spend time with friends. 
There is no TV, and the 3G comes and goes 
with the wind - it’s slow, like everything else 
here,’ says Minky 

Minky put all her professional skills and 
conservation experience into sensitively 
converting the original house into a home 
that would feed her soul. She kept all 




the original doors, shutters, architraves, 
windows and ceilings, but some elements 
were relocated. ‘The stained-glass door that 
leads from the kitchen to the pool courtyard 
used to be the front door,’ she comments. 

This renovated 1920s house satisfies 21st- 
century needs while responding to its rural 
surroundings and the variable climate. The 
interior of the main house has been opened 
up around an expansive central kitchen and 
dining area, with the living area tucked into 
a corner forming an open-plan retreat 
focused around the fireplace. ‘I don’t have 
a kitchen as such,’ says Minky ‘We cook 
and dine in the living space. I chose fewer 
rooms, but made them really comfortable.’ 
A door conceals a hard-working pantry, ►

while the laundry was an essential addition 
to the outbuildings to cope with all the busy 
weekends. Airy en-suite bedrooms lead 
off the dining area. The spacious main 
bathroom is a fitting match for the roomy 
bedroom, while the cosy guest suite with its 
stable door leading to the pool courtyard 
has a suitably proportioned en suite. 

Minky chose minimal details and 
authentic textures and the lack of fussy 
finishes lends the home an honest, ageless 
simplicity. The original high ceilings, 
thick walls and generous proportions 
keep the interior cool in summer. One 
of Minky’s first moves was to strip off 
the cracked and damaged plaster inside 
and out, which revealed the original 


external leiklip and internal mud bricks. 
It’s this baring of the structure’s bones that 
gives you a clear window into the house’s 
history Minky then bravely bag-plastered 
the walls and painted them white, inside 
and out, allowing the textures to speak for 
themselves. T love coming home to the 
whiteness and stillness,’ she says. 

The covered front verandah was a full- 
length addition. It offers an outdoor living 
and dining space in summer, and a sheltered 
spot in winter. Minky designed the space 
to bring sanctuary regardless of the season. 
With the live-in kitchen and dining space, 
the wide verandah, pool courtyard, garden 
lapa and comfy fireside living room, there is 
always somewhere to retreat to. 


‘I didn’t want any built-in furniture, 
so all storage is freestanding except for 
the cooking and washing-up counter and 
the builders’ workbenches that serve as 
counters for the bathroom basins,’ says 
Minky. She owned most of the furniture and 
objects before she bought the property, and 
they reflect her eclectic life. But the essence 
of this timeless home is its generous capacity 
to soothe. It’s a tranquil space that honours 
its heritage while being contemporary As 
Minky says: This home is sacred. It’s given 
me the time to catch my breath - the time 
to catch time itself I forget about the world 
beyond and dwell only on the here and now’

FROM LEFT On one side of the sitting 
room, a late- 19 th-century mirror hangs 
above a marble chimneypiece; in the 
same room, the rug complements the 
sofas and bright-red ottoman-cum- 
coffee table. Designed by architect 
Basil Walter, wooden panelling in 
the entrance-hall area conceals a 
secret' toilet and a coat cupboard 
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hen Jos White, an entrepreneur, and his 
wife, Annabel, former director of The 
Rug Company in New Tbrk, first moved 
to Manhattan, they lived in a classic loft. 
After Jos sold his company, they bought 
their dream townhouse in the West 
Village and hired architect Basil Walter to 
renovate it. After a three-year process, the 
result is an enchanting mix of grand and 
practical, open plan and intimate, English 
and American, playful whimsy - a disco 
ball in a bathroom and a stuffed peacock in 
a bedroom - bright colours and neutrals. 

The entrance hall sets the tone with its 
custom-made wallpaper by artist Marcus 
James. English wildlife race over the top of 
‘STOP’ signs, bridges. West Village cafes 
and other urban imagery Erom this small 
space, guests step into an opulent 12-metre- 
long living area with huge tapestries and 
a wall of modern windows opening onto 
the terrace overlooking the garden. 

The family relax in the cosy television 
room lined with 17th-century wood panels. 
‘It didn’t all fit right, so there are a few 
faked pieces,’ says interior designer Poonam 
Khanna, who worked with Annabel and her 
interior-designer friend, Sarah Russel. The 
television room overlooks the tree-lined 
street and can be opened up to flow into 
the main space for parties. But, for now, the 
pocket doors are often closed at night so 
that the couple can share some quiet time 
when their three young children are in bed. 

Annabel and Jos wanted a house that felt 
youthful, with a lot of open community 
spaces,’ explains Basil. To achieve this, he 
pulled the house apart, stripping it to its 
exterior walls and reassembling everything 
with subtle differences. Being a landmark 
building, the 1840s fagade had to look »■

Architect Basil Walter 
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identical to others on the street, but 
elsewhere there was room for improvement. 
Floors were put back at slightly varying 
heights and at the back of the house two 
terraces were added, along with large 
windows to bring in light. The resulting 
house has the charm of the original, but is 
a modern six-storey layer cake. 

Perched on top of the original roof is Jos’ 
home office. ‘We’ve set a precedent,’ says 
Jos. ‘None of our neighbours have done 
this.’ Because of the building’s landmark 
status, no additions can show from the 
street - not a single brick - so the office 
had to be set back four metres from the 
parapet. On one side, it has an angled 
wall of windows, which cantilever up using 
a hand crank. The design is inspired by 
one of Basil’s favourite buildings, Pierre 
Chareau’s Maison de Verre in Paris, and the 
interior was partly inspired by Jos’s favourite 
place, the Apple store in NewTbrk. 

It’s no surprise, given her connection with 
The Rug Company, that Annabel says it was 
all about the floors, and a lot of the colour in 
the house comes via the rugs. Her boldness 
often shocks friends - for example, when she 
said she wanted a red stair runner. But the 
red silk dhurrie has a sensuous, liquid feel. 
‘I love that it looks a little worn,’ she says. 

The fifth floor is the children’s floor, with 
their bedrooms and a spare room. The floor 
below is devoted to the main bedroom 
suite. The couple’s bedroom is decorated in 
neutrals and has its own terrace. The main 
bathroom has a shimmery interior - silvery 
de Gournay wallpaper and a hand-painted 
floral mirror. Annabel laughs, ‘I don’t close 
the blinds, though I probably should.’ 

The heart of the house is a huge basement 
family room devoted to eating, playing 
and lounging. ‘I’m always working at the 
breakfast bar,’ says Annabel. ‘We have lunch 
in the nook and dinner at the table.’ For the 
kitchen, Jos and Annabel took inspiration 
from friends’ homes and ‘there are toys 
everywhere,’ says Annabel with a roll of 
the eyes. 

Standing in the landscape of the sitting 
room, Annabel looks as though she might 
need to pinch herself ‘I never imagined I’d 
be in a house like this.’ But here she is, one of 
the driving forces behind this elegant home 
with its clever balance of grand gestures and 
cosy spaces. The family couldn’t be happier 
with the result. ‘We really use it all,’ she says. 
‘To me, that’s a testament to good design.’ ■

3 layers of the tough outer 
skin. If the heads are larger, 
you may need to remove 
another couple of layers 
of leaves. The inner leaves 
should feel tender and look 
paler.

Drop 
the prepared artichokes 
immediately into the lemon 
water. This will stop them 
from discolouring. Set aside 
until later. 3. Heat the oil in 
a large frying pan, add the 
shallots and season. Saute 
over a low heat, stirring, for 
10 minutes.

1. Place the grapes in a pan and 
add zT water.

2. Place a sieve lined with 
muslin over a bowl. Pour in 
grapes then leave to strain 
overnight. Don’t squeeze or 
press the grapes as the jelly will 
be cloudy 3. Pour 450ml grape 
juice into a pan. Heat gently 
Add the sugar and stir until 
dissolved. Turn up the heat 
and bring to the boil, boiling 
until a sugar thermometer 
reaches io5°C. If you don’t have 
a thermometer, you can test 
the jelly by dropping a small 
amount onto a cold plate. If it 
wrinkles when you push your 
finger through it after i to 

2 minutes, it is ready Pour 
into sterilised jars and seal.

For the roast duck 

1. Preheat the oven to 200°C.

1. Place the wine, sugar and 
cinnamon in a pan large 
enough to fit the pears 
in a single layer.
